SOLVE THE CITY’S 
WATER PROBLEMS 


Generous Rainfall Fits Into 
Plan To Employ 
Spreading Ground

Any plans for the conserva¬ 
tion or salvage of waste flood 
waters must take into considera¬ 
tion many lines of investigation. 
The first would naturally be a 
study of rain-fall and stream run¬ 
off. Fortunately we have avail¬ 
able figures on tne rainfall in 
Sierra Madre covering the past 
35 years and a study of these 
data provide some interesting 
facts. 

In a previous article some of 
the physical advantages already 
possessed by the city in relation 
to this problem were pointed out. 
When we continue the investiga¬ 
tions to a study of rainfall we 
discover that our good fortune 
is still with us. 

It is perhaps not generally known 
that the average yearly rainfall 
in this city over a period of years 
is 10 inches more than that of 
Los Angeles, the figure for this 
city being 25.66 inches per year 
while Los Angeles received an 
average of only 15.01 inches. 

Inspection of charts prepared 
from rainfall figures makes it 
apparent that there are periods 
of 10 to 12 years in which the 
rainfall and water supply condi¬ 
tions are below normal followed 
by 10 to 12 years in which they 
are above normal, a complete 
cycle embracing about 23 years 
The end of the last wet period, 
in which the rainfall was above 
normal and during wnich there 
was an accumulation of under¬ 
ground storage, was in 1916. 
Since then we have had a dry 
period in which the rainfall has 
been below normal. This dry 
period has lasted two years 
longer than any other dry period 
of record and it is anticipated 
that the coming rainy season will 
see the initation of another wet 
period. 

The problem of conserving flood 
waters resolves itself, therefore, 
not only into one of storage 
from winter to summer but as 
far as practicable from a wet 
period into a dry period. The 
ground water basins should be 
recharged during the wet period 
as far as possible so that a dry 
period may be approached with 
a full basin. 

Nature has been kind to us 
in still another way in placing 
our underground basin so high 
above sea level. As has been 
stated before, the water level in 
practically all of the Coastal 
basins has been falling during the 
past 12 year dry period. Accord¬ 
ing to recent surveys, water is 
being pumped from below sea 
level in 162 square miles of the 
Coastal Plane and into some 
basins salt water is even pene¬ 
trating from the ocean. 

Our basin, the bottom of which 
is at least 100 feet above sea 
level, is free from this danger, 
but one can readily imagine the 
ruination which would follow 
could such a thing happen to our 
main source of supply.

Mrs. H. H. Holland of the Red 
Cross production committee re¬ 
ported that the Christmas bags 
would be completed and ready to 
fill by the middle of the month. 

Under the supervision of Miss 
Elizabeth Setinberger, chairman 
of the Junior Red Cross, the stu¬ 
dents of the Sierra Madre school 
have made a large number of 
small boy and girl dolls vhich 
are to be sent to foreign coun¬ 
tries by the Red Cross. The for¬ 
eign countries in turn send back 
dolls representing their people. 
This is one of the Red Cross 
methods of promoting interna¬ 
tional friendship and is only one 
of the ways In which the organi¬ 
zation is spreading good will for 
the United States in all parts of 
the world. 

W. R. Humphries was appointed 
manager for the November Red 
Cross membership drive. Sierra 
Madre’s quota has been set at, 
$ 750 .

University 
Issues Book 
By C. L. Camp 


Sierra Madrean’s Tenth Vol¬ 
ume On Prehistoric 
Animals 

A well-known Sierra Madrean, 
Doctor Charles L. Camp, is the 
author of "A Study of the 
Phytosaurs,” a book of 160 large 
pages published this month by 
the University of California. The 
book also contains numerous 
plates and maps. 

The author, a son of Mr. and 
Mrs. E. W. Camp, of this city, 
is an associate professor in the 
university. He graduated from 
the Sierra Madre Grammar school 
years ago. His home was here 
from 1896 to 1920, but he was 
at Berkeley in the university four 
years, and then at Columbia and 
in the army until about nine 
months after the armistice, when 
he came home for a short time 
and has visited here frequently 
since, the last time just a few 
weeks ago. 

His book is the tenth volume of 
“Memoirs" published by the Uni¬ 
versity since 1908, and he is the 
tenth person whose work has 
been selected for printing by the 
institution. 

Phytosaurs were animals that 
became extinct some millions of 
years ago. They somewhat re¬ 
sembled alligators. The museum 
at Berkeley, chiefly through the 
searches made by Dr. Camp in 
Arizona and New Mexico, has 
more fossil bones of these beasts 
than are contained in all other 
museums. 

Dr. Camp is the author or nine 
other works on reptiles and pre¬ 
historic animals, the best knowm 
of which is probably his "Reptiles 
of the Southwest.”

second story, which he used as 
a study, and ’in which he wrote 
all his latest books. 

There are at least eight flights 
of stairs in the house. Great elm 
trees shade the grounds. Lexing¬ 
ton Road, once called "The Pike” 
runs past ‘Wayside,’ down which 
Paul Revere rode on his famous 
midnight ride, and over which 
the British soldiers entered the 
town 'on the nineteenth of April 
in ’75,’ and back which they re¬ 
treated before noon. 

"The last owner of ‘Wayside’ 
was Margaret Sidney, author of 
juvenile books, such as "Five 
Little Peppers and How They 
Grew.’ After the death of her 
husband, Daniel Lothrop, the pub¬ 
lisher, Margaret Sidney gave the 
house to the City of Concord. 

"The Alcott home, now called 
‘The Orchard House’ but dubbed 
‘Apple Slump’ by Louisa Alcott 
herself, was the next house, a 
half a block away from ‘Way- 
side.’ 

"Her mother gave my mother 
the first proof copy of ‘Moods,’ 
the second of Louisa Alcott’s 
works, the first being ‘Hospital 
Sketches’.” 

Mrs. Dickson still has this vaiu- , 
able book in her possession. 

"Louisa’s father was a well | 
known philosopher. He started ‘ 
the Concord School of Philosophy, 
composed of literary men of that 
time, considered radical then. 

“Louisa was a hard working 
woman. She had a hard time to 
get started. He father had been j 
an author, after he returned from 
the Civil War, in which he was 
injured. He always said that | 
Louisa was his greatest inspira- ! 
tion. Later all the family died j 
and only Louisa adn her father 
were left. She tried to make a 
living by her books. They died 
within two hours of each other. 

“Ephram Bull, the originator< 
of the Concord Grape, lived in; 
the next place beyond 'The Way- j 
side.’ He started the Concord ! 
grape by taking cuttings of wild 
grapes, and slipping them. He 
was an old man with white whis-! 
kers. The original vine is still 1 
there. 

“I used to go to school with 
Damiel French, the sculptor, who j 
modelled ‘The Minute Man.’ 
Thoreau was a friend and con- j 
temporary of Emerson and Haw-' 
thorne. His grave, and those of 1 
Emerson, Hawthorne, and Louisa 
Alcott are all in Sleppy Hollow 
Cemetery, in Concord, where my 
people, the Grays, are buried. 

“Listening to Julian Hawthorne 
the faces of all these people came 
back to me,” added Mrs. Dickson.
